Roumania as the territory throug 
which to make their passage across th 
Danube gives that country a certain in 
tereat, and it may be that those wh 
have only old atlases to consult will b 
puzzled to find where that country i 
located. 


Roumania is th« name given to th 


Halted provinces of Wallacia and Mo 
davi (the oamo by which they are des 
igaated by the old maps) which wer 
consolidated and guaranteed autonom 
under a prince of their own election b 
the treaty of Paris in 185G. 
The ne 


government was organized in the to 
lowing year. 
It comprises a part o 


the territory which, under the Roma 
Empire, was known as Dicia, and th 
people take the Unguage and chara 
terics from the settlement of the prov 
iice by the Roman soldiers in the sec 
ond century, after the conquest of th 
Dacians, who were among the mo 
formidable 
foes of the early Roma 


Emperors. 
It is on this account tha 


the people of Roumania resemble mor 
nearly the Latin races than ths Sclav 
population of the neighboring provin 
es. The chief city is Bucharest, wit 
a population 
of about a quarter of 


million, and the Roumanians are fon 
o! designating it as a new Paris. 
Th 


language spoken has been 
definite 


classed among the Romance language 
to which the French, Spanish, 
Italia 


and Portugese belong. 
In latter lira 


the two provinces of \Va!!achia an 
Moldavia ware alternately under th 
dictation of the Russian and Turkis 
empires.

try was recognized by both Russia an 
Turkey.

Globe-Dftmocrat.

We have spoken on this question 


before ; we are compelled to speak of it 
again, and will be compelled to recur 
to it more often than we should like, 
for it is the overpowering nations 
question of the future, a question more 
pregnant with vital consequences and 
changes than any which can occupy the 
political arena, a real question 
about 


which opinion may be divided, a vital 
question 
which may determine the 


form of our national existence, and a 
question which common prudence com* 
pels us to take charge of in time. 
To 


show how vast are its dimensions, let 
ua look at the educational interest in- 
volved. 
We do not hesitate to say that 


if the cause of uegro education shall be 
neglocted by tho Southerners for ten 
years to come as it has been, upposed.by 
ihem fur tea years past, the better and 
sterner conscience of the north will force 
on them, and we shall have tho public 
schools of South Carolina and of Mis- 
sissippi, cf Richmond, Savannah, Mo- 
bile and New Orleans, taught, managed 
and maintained by a cential bureau at 
Washington. This ia not prophecy; 
it is cause and 
effect, absolute fate, 


irresistible destinj , and yet the mind 
can hardly grasp the immense far- 
reaching changes involved ia this tras- 
fer of power from tho local to the cen- 
tral government. 


Every instinct of freeeom protests 


against such centralization of power, 
yet ii will be the inevitable penalty for 
the abuse or misuse of local power. 
Destiny, which was too strong for the 
Republican party, and which foiled it 
in the high undertaking in which nob's 
motivo was marred by shameful per- 
formance, will be too strong for the 
white man's party if it misuses the 
form of a free government to maintain 
and perpetuate by law a vassalage only 
one step higher than slavery. 
It will 


foil them and baffle them more disas- 
trously than it has baffled the Republi 
cans, and the instrument it will use 
will be the Federal power ; it will use 
it even at tho risk of converting it into 
a despotism stronger than the Czar's, 
and old men may yet live to see school 
boards, justices of the peace, police- 
men, assessors, and all other local offi- 
cials receivicg their commijsions from 
Washington and recognizing the au- 
thority of a central magistrate or cabal 
as omnipotent, as omnipresent and as 
despotic as the Council of Ten in Ven- 
ice. 


Our only hope of escape from this 


fate lies in the good seraie of those who 
have never shown any good sense thus 
far, in the tolerance of those who have 
shown nothing but .intolerance, in the 
political sagacity of those whose most 
oonspicous contribution to our political 
history *has bsen the act of a party of 
maniacs. 
The outlook is cot promis- 


ing ; it is impossible to contemplate it 
without apprehension, yet there is no 
other remedy. 
The attempt to place 


political equality securely within the 
power of the negro was strongest at the 
start, and in its twelve years' struggle 
nwrely grew weaker from day to day. 
Its failure leaves us helpless, and the 
best we can hope for is that some un- 
foreseen circumstance may avert a fate 
which so many of ear citizens are invi- 
ting. Fortunately, there is reason to 
believe that a great deal of tha South- 
ern intolerance, bitterness aad bigotry 
will pass away in the flush of triumph, 
and it is even possible that the solemn 
promises of 
Hampton and Nicholls 


may be remembered in a twelvemonth 
from now. This may give us a little 
time, and with time may come wisdom, 
and, 
through wisdom, justice ; but we 


shall be very agreeably disappointed if 
the people of the South shall, of their 
own accord, act so fairly and generous- 


y to the negro as to prevent the Fed- 
'.ral Government from compelling them 
o do it againit their will.

xoops were reported at Bucharest,and 
at other points in that locality. They 
were so disposed as to prc-tcct bridges 
or approaches, and Beeni to have acted 
with great promptness. 
If the pur- 


Lose is to cross the main army at or 
aear Ismail, and so flank the Turkish 
positions on the Danube, the movement;- 
ihrough Bucharest and toward Widin 
are significant. 
The Russians have, in 


one sense of the word, occupied Galatz 
and Braila, oa the Danube, and the 
forces at other points are so disposed as 
to protest railroad and other bridges 
and roads along which tha main armies 
must move. 


From London comes a threat to the 


effect that Russia's movement into 
Roumani i makes possible an alliance 
similar to that of 1853, but Irom Ber- 
lin somes the announcement that the 
firm basin of the alliance of the three 
Emperom (of Germany, Austria and 
Russia) is not shaken. The English 
dispatch is based on the assumption 
that there is no understanding between 
Austria and Russia, and that the hos- 
tile attitude ol Austria will compel the 
Czar to hesitate 
in carrying out his 


schemes, and to halt hia armies until 
Austria sends her answer to the decla- 
ration of war. 
But the Berlin dispatch 


coming from the capital of one of the 
contracting 
Emperors, assumes that 


there is an understanding, and that 
Russia's action in occupying Roumania 
does not disturb the basis of the alii 
ance. 


But even if Russia acts with greal 


deliberation OB the Danube, in view oi 
possible embarrassing complications 
she will push the war in Asiatic Tur 
key. 
Already an engagement is re- 


ported at Alexandropool, or near Kara 
These cities are on the road to Erz- 
roum, the principal city of Asiatic Tur 
key, 
and an important military post 


Kars is 105 miles from Erzroum, anc 
Erzroum is 120 miles southeast o 
Trebizond, a fortified 
town on the 


Black Sea. 
Erzroum, before the Rus- 


sian invasion of 1828, had a popula 
tion of 100,000. 
It was captured and 


partially destroyed in that war, bu 
soon rallied. Trebizand is the natura 
entrepot for the trade of Armenia 
North Persia, and Georgia, and Erz- 
roum is on the road over which this 
trade moves coastward. 
It is ths cap1 


ital of the pashalic of the same name, a 
country that can furnish support fo 
an invading army. 
The city, as has 


been said, is tho most important o 
Armenia, and it should be rememberei 
that the native Armenians, constitute; 
one-seventh of the 
population, ari 


Christians, holding a faith similar t< 
that of the Greek Church. 
They are 


the business men of the country, ant 
are naturally opposed to war. 
But tht 


Russian armies moving along tho grea 
trade channels will not find in them 
either open or secret enemies. 


It ia noticeable that this army foi 


the invasion of Asiatic Turkey, undei 
the command of the Grand Duke Mi 
chad, moved at the instant war wa: 
declared. 
The Grand Duke Nicholai 


is driving toward tho Black Sea on thi 
Danube, and the Asiatic army is driv 
ing along the artery of trade of Wes 
tern Asia to a point on the southeast- 
ern coast of the same sea. 
The marcl 


of each army will be stubbornly resisted 
but Turkey will, of course, make he 
strong effort in Europe, leaving thi 
remote Asiatic provinces to the mero; 
of the Russians. Hence the progres 
of the Russian army in Asia will be 
more rapid than that of the army in 
E uropc.— Inter- Ocean.

London correspondent telegraphs tha 
the British Government has resolved t 
interfere between Russia and Turkey 
I have the highest authority for stating 
that Her Majesty's Government ha 
just been called upon to fulfil) her en 
gagements under the treaty of '56 fo 
protecting the integrity of the Ottoman 
empire, and that a deoisioa has been 
come to in cabinet council. 
The cabi 


net has resolved, as a first step, to mak 
a formal request to the Russian govern 
ment to state the object of the miiitar 
operations 
DOW being 
undertaken 


against the Ottoman government, and 
to define the extent to which it is pro- 
posed to carry those operations. 


The correspondent also learnn that 


the Austrian Government will address 
an inquiry of the same purport to Rus- 
sia. 


France, the third party to the trirpa- 


tite alli»Bca, has not been required to 
take action, in consideration 
of the 


strained relations between France and 
Germany. 
The treaty enables any one 


of the Powers to act separately in fills 
ing its terms, or to call on either or both 
of the other Powers to fulfill the treaty 
by joint action. Austria has many 
reasons for not embroiling France yet. i 
Austria cannot longer hesitate in resist- 
ing Russian invasion. Though Karl 
Derby was able to confidently state that 
ona week ago this country was not like- 
ly to be called on to fulfill the tripartite 
treaty, yet within six days the British 
government has actually been required 
to fulfill its undertakings, and it is an- 
ticipated that the momentous alternative 
of declaring against Russia will arise 
shortly. The situation is regarded at 
Vienna i far more urgent than British 
statesmen seem to admit, and the ini- 
tiative of military ec'ion lies with Ans«i 
tria. 


WASHINGTON, April 
27—It was 


stated in the Cabinet meeting to-.day 
that dispatches had been receive! from 
our Minister to Turkey announcing that 
war had been declared between Russia 
and Turkey, but no official information 
has been received from tbo representax 
lives of the belligerents, and until that 
ie at hand the Administration will not 
enter upon any consideration of tho du- 
ties of this government a3 a neutral. 
Some three weeks ago the Secretary of 
the Navy sent instructions to Rear Ad- 
miral John L. Worden, commanding 
the United States European fleet, to 
move his vessels to the Bosphorus, and 
on bis arrival there to ask permissbn ol 
the Turkish authorities to go to Con- 
stantinople. 
Under existing regulations 


of the Turkish government no foreign 
vessels of war are allowed to enter the 
Golden Horn without special permis 
sion. 
They are, however, permitted to 


enter tho Bosporus, where there is good 
anchorange, and from whence they can 
send steam launches up to the city 
The Secretary has BO doubt that Ad- 
miral Worden will be granted hia re- 
quest. 
Ho has also been instructed to 


keep a close watch over Ameiiaan in- 
terests in the Mediterranean and in the 
viciaity of Constantinople, especially 
pending the war between Russia and 
Turkey. 


As anticipated in last night's dis 


patches, John D. Defrees was appointed 
public printer in place of Clapp, resign- 
ed. 
Several other appointments, in- 


cluding the collectorship at New Or- 
leans and the Richmond postoffico, were 
debated ia cabinet, but were not decid- 
ed.

creasing ia fury about a hundred were 
broken in the north, east and west 
wings.

were also 


broken, 
several 
panes

of them. 
Many of the panes being 


of fine imported plate glass, were very 
valuable, so the entire damage is con- 
siderable, being 
estimated from 82,- 


500 to 13,000.

of the storm, which, at its greatest sev- 
erity, lasted an hour, there was also a 
heavy wind, thunder and vivid flashes 
of lightning. 
The latter 
was noticed 


appaiently to play around the dome 
lantern, and it w«s at this lime that 
several about the rotunda and in the

building shake, and deemed it possible 
that the same was occasioned by the 
lightning striking the upper part ol
